A nationwide manufacturer of 
wood and steel commercial 
building joints, Trus - Joist 
Corp., will openits newest plant 
in Cucamonga, Thursday. 

The plant is the sixth for the 
firm, and at the beginning will 
employ 10 persons, 

Harold E, Thomas, president 
of the firm and Dan Mikesell, 
second district county supervi- 
sor, will speak at the opening 
ceremony which will precede 
an invitational open house and 
buffet at 4 p.m. 


Construction of the new 
$200,000 plant, the second in 
California at 8th and Haven 


Streets in Cucamonga was be- 
gun last fall. 

Plant manager Robert Smiley 
said production will begin at 
once on joists which are used 
principally in roof and floor 
systems of commercial build- 
ings and schools of all sizes. 

‘*The decision to build a plant 
in Cucamonga was made be- 
cause of the increased demand 
for our product throughout Sou- 





thern California. For the past 
three years, we have been con- 
structing joists for this market 
at our Santa Rosa factory. How- 
ever, volume at that plant has 
become so great it is taxing 
our facilities there,’? Thomas 
said, 

Thomas and Art Troutner, 
an architect, founded the com- 
pany in Boise, Idaho in 1958 
with less than $10,000 in capi- 
tal. In 1960, sales amounted to 
$80,000. This year the firm exe 
pects to do more than $6 mil- 
lion worth of business. The Cue 
camonga plant is the sixth new 
plant in six years. 

In addition to the two Call- 
fornia plants, the company has 
manufacturing facilities at 
BoiSe where the general offices 
are andat Portland, Ore., Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., and Dubuque, lowa 
Machinery is now being in- 
stalled in Trus-Joist’s firstCa- 
nadian plant near Calgary, Al- 
berta, where production is ex- 
pected to begin in the next 60 
days.

$16 Million Waste Industrial 


Program In WE To B: Sought 


The Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District will seek a $6 
million federal grant to be used 
in implementing construction of 
a $16 million addition to the 
district’s industrial waste dis. 
posal capacity, it was announced 
this week by Richard Hall, gen- 
eral manager. 

The proposed increase would 
give the CBHMWD the right to 
put an additional 16.2 million 
gallons daily (25 cubic feet per 
second) of waste into the ocean 
outfall Line owned by the Los 
Angeles County Sanitation Dis. 
trict, 

The district now has rights to 
five cuble feet per second, 

An agreement providing for 
the increase is expected to be 
signed late in April or early tn 
May. 

Hall estimated that tt would 
cost $16 million to acquire the 
Ocean outfall capacity rights and 
to construct the trunk waste 
line and collector system, 

If the grant from the federal 
government is approved, the 
cost will be reduced to about 
$10 million to local taxpayers. 

Tentative plans call for the 
CBMWD to ask voters to ap. 


prove expenditure of the $10 
million in a general obligation 
bond election tentatively set 
for early October, 

A two-thirds favorable vote 
will be needed to pass the bond 
issue,

relatively small amount yearly 
to taxpayers, but the rewards to 
them and all residents and busi- 
nessmen inthe West Endare ex- 
pected to be considerable, Hall 
said. In recent years, several 
manufacturers have looked at 
plant locations in the West End 
am! then located elsewhere for 
lack of tndustrial waste dis- 
posal, 

Recently, anEastCoast paper 
producer bought 40 acres of land 
in Cucamonga and began making 
Plans to erect a $10 million 
Plant. When he discovered he 
could not dispose of waste, he 
bought another site in Los An- 
geles County and ts building the 
facility there. 

WHILE COUNTY and clty of- 
fictals plus other political sub- 
divisions have recognized the 
problem, nothing of a serious 
nature was done until two years 
ago when administration of the 
CBMWD began studies and sur- 
veys pointed towards a solution. 

While all 21 Los Angeles 
County Sanitation Districts 
which jointly own the outfall will 
be signatories to the proposed 
agreement, the prime contract 
is with District 21 which gener- 
ally embraces Pomona, 

The industrial waste Lne 
from the West End will con- 
nect to the outfall system near 
the mouth of Brea Canyon. 
CBMWD already owns five cfs 
capacity in the ocean outfall 
through a waste line stretch- 
ing from Etiwanda Avenue to 
Brea Canyon. This line ts pre- 
sently at or near capacity. 


COST OF ACQUTRING the 
rights will be $6,256,000 with 
another $9,444,000 needed to 


engineer, obtain rights of way 
and construct an tndustrial 
waste trunk line and collector

THE STATEMENT closed up- 
on this note: ‘*Truth is elusive; 
wisdom is rare. Academic free- 
dom is no guarantee of either. 
But neither can flourish with- 
out it.’’ 

Senate president Donald C. 
Wargin said that the faculty’s 
motivation for placing the state- 
ment on record was to insure 
and confirm in writing the aca- 
demic freedom ‘‘we presently 
enjoy.’”’ 

He described the Daniel B. 
Milliken administration as a 
strong force in the development 
and preservation of academic 
freedom at Chaffey College.

Dyal Seeks More Money 
For Ex-Gov’t Employes 


Retired federal employees 
need new and improved retire - 
ment benefits, Congressman 
Ken W,. Dyal of San Bernardino 
has testified before the Sub- 
committee on Retirement, In- 
surance and Health, of the Post 
Office and Civil Service Com- 
mittee. 

Dyal spoke in support of a 
package bill to aid federal re- 
tirees with fixed incomes. 

The package bill covers 20 
House bills and three Senate 
measures. The individual House 
bills include H, R, 4162, spon- 
sored by Rep. Dyal. 

His testimony before the sub- 
committee was as follows: 

“My interest concerns the 
677,000 or more federal re- 
tirees and survivors. Cost of 
living increases hurt our fed- 
eral retirees with fixed in- 
comes. Thousands of our gov- 
ernment retireees have very 
low annuities. This is due to 
two causes, the first being in- 
creases in living costs and 
the other being charges against 
their annuities. 

**The National Assoctation of 
Retired Civil Employees is the 
champion of these former fed- 
eral workers. The assoctation 
has asked the Conrress through 
the years to introduce bills in 
their behalf. The association ts 
just as much interested tn being 
fair to the federal government 
as it ts to the federal retiree. 
‘In California we have over 
75,000 federal retirees -- more 
than 10 per cent of all federal 
retirees. So you can easily see

Some spirited exchanges and 
clashes of philosophy came out 
of the appearance of the 10 city 
counct] candidates, Tuesday, 
before an assembled public 
meeting sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters and 
held at Upland High School. 

Among those which left an 
impression with the audience 
included: 

JIM CHRISTENSEN’S chal- 
lenge of Ken Sanderman’s state- 
ment that Upland is divided. 
Christensen said, WE’RE pul- 
ling together and should quit 
talking about division. Richard 
Clements said, however, that 
there is a division between the 
two business districts. Counctil- 
woman Stone said that Foothill 
business areas developed from 
rapid growth and gradually the 
two areas are seeing their prob- 
lems as joint ones. 

CLEMENTS also challenged 
the claims of Stone and Chris- 
tensen that the ‘Civic Center 
was good planning and said 
that if it was being placed in 
a deteriorating area, it was 
not a good front door for Up- 
land’’ 

CHRISTENSEN also denied 
that he favored lease back, 
and Mayor Hawkins supported 
him by denying that it was ever 
a club to be held over the peo- 
ple if the bond issue were de- 
feated. 

BOTH SANDERMAN AND 
CLEMENTS said that the 62 
per cent was not a majority, 
but many who voted ‘yes’ felt 
that they would be forced into 
a lease-back situation. 

HASE was challenged on his 
comparative building costs of 
the Ontario library at $22 per 
square foot and the Upland Li- 
brary at $45. The Ontario li- 
brary, it was pointed out, did 
not include parking area, and 
that a big expansion was needed 
there already, while Upland’s 
library was designed for 20 
years from now to accommodate 
90,000 population. 

KLEIN wondered why most of 
the candidates opposed heavy 
industry yet invited gravel con- 
cerns which created § dust.

In remarks on the floor of the 
House March 22, Rep, Dyal 
pointed out that 37 school 
districts will be drastically af- 


fected’’ in San Bernardino 
County Uf the proposal takes 
effect. 

Rep. Dyal has been granted 
permission on his request to 


testify before the House Com- 
mittee on Edyeation and Labor 
in opposition to the cuts, 

The full text of Rep, Dyal’s 
remarks to the House: 

“Mr, Speaker, The Congress 
recognined its responsibility to 
communities throughout the Na- 
tion where federal activities 
imposed special financial bur- 
dens and it enacted Public Laws 
874 and 816 In 1950. These 
laws provide financial assis- 
tance for school operations and 
maintenance, and construction 
of facilities in federally im- 
pacted areas, 

‘While this legislation was 
designed to be of a temporary 
nature, the burden imposed on 
local communities has proved 
to be permanent. I do not feel 
the Congress can considera re- 
duction of these funds unless tt 
provides adequate legislation to 
meet the demands made upon 
local school districts because of 
the lasting impact of federal ac- 
tivities,

Accompanying the girls will 
be their leaders: Mrs. Walter 
Stewart, Mrs. Cory Aylor, and 
Mre. rece Owens, who have 
guided the troop over the past 
four years with such dedication, 
Also accompanying the group 
will be Mra, Charles Cummins, 
Coral, and Claudia, Mr, and 
Mrs. Lee Hardesty, and Shirley 
Stewart, and Candy Aylor. 

Girlw are feverishly making 
plans to surf, shop for Hawallan 
bathing sults and take inevery- 
thing the vacation land has to 
offer. 

PLANS FOR THE trip ger- 
minated during 4 troop week 
ond at Big Bear in December 
1962 when the girls were fresh- 
men, It was decided to work and 
earn money for a troop trip to 
Hawall to be taken during Easter 
Vacation of their senior year, 
The project of designing and 
making silk-screened Christ. 
mas cards was chosen, A friend 
of Mra, Stewart's Mre, Gerald 
Westphal, inetructed the girls 
in silk screening and set up 
the screens with the designs, 
(a photographic process using 
gelatin). Parents assisted with 
setting up books for a model 
business operation similar to 
Junior Achievement. 

GIRLS OF THE troop de- 
signed the cards during the 
summer of 1963 and in August 
kits of samples with about 15 
designs were given to each 
girl to sell, SUk Screens were 
apotted around in vartous 
garages and production was 
under way. Girls worked tn 
pairs screening and spreading 
the cards out to dry. Girls 
learned to handle the squeegee 
and paint with skill and also 
to clean the screens. Parents 
helped also. Christmas Card 
sales were carried on for three 
years, with new designs each 
year, In addition three rum- 
mage sales were beld, one each 
year, Girls helped to collect 
rummage and worked as much 
as school hours permitted, 
Mothers staffed the sales and 
marking crews. Over $5,000,00 
was earned on both projects, 
which provided each girl with 
$250 toward trip expenses, All 
work was done outside of reg- 
War troop meetings. 

TROOP 1002, sponsored by 
the Ontario Soroptimist Club, 
came into being through a mer- 
ger of Mrs, Stewart's Ontarlo 
troop and Mrs. Aylor’s Upland 
troop, forming a troop of 28 
girls, The girls meet twice 
monthly and have taken many 
trips and excursions together. 
The Soroptimists donated sev- 
eral tents for their use on 
camping trips and had group 
pictures of the troop made for 
each girl. 

In acktition to scouting ac- 
tivities, troop members have 
undertaken a number of service 
projects such as: preparing and 
serving refreshments for the 
Claremont Manor rest home, 
making Christmas decorations 
am! placing them in the rooms 
af the Euclid Avenue Rest Home, 
addressing several hundred let- 
ters for the Junior Wiind, sing- 
ing carols for wards at Pacific 
State Hospital, sacking toys for 
Santa Claus Incorporated, Cur- 
rently they are making and 
painting small kitchen furniture 
for the Retarded Children’s 
Assoctation, Troop members 
have taken the Red Cross First 
Aid Course and Nurses Aides 
course and have worked in Rest 
homes and San Antonio Com- 
munity Hospital. 


AMONG THEIR special active 
ities, they set up a model camp 
in 24th Street park and enter- 
tained their familles and mem- 
bers of Soroptimist club for a 
pienic of campers stew and 
trimmings, provided entertain- 
ment of folk songs with guitar 
accompaniment. In November 
1965, the troop made all the 
refreshments ami entertained 
the Soroptimist club members 
at a tea, they also assisted 
with the Scout Open House in 
December af that year. Troop 
members have served for the 
Soroptimist smorgasbord for 
three years and presented two 
programs for their noon meet- 
ings. 

TROOP 1002 has not ne¢g- 
lected scouting activities with 
all their extra activities. They 
have attended three Paul Bun- 
yan meets and won two second 
place awards for skills such 
as lashing, knots, firebuilding, 
etc. in competition involving 
five councils, They have made 
trips to Camp Conifer near 
Running Springs, visited the 
Scout houses in Palm Springs 
and San Diego, amid Laguno 
Beach, combing sightseeing and 
fun with working on the Senior 
Scout five point program, Girls 
shopped, planned, and cooked 
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Trip For Girl Scouts

of the troop attended a co-ed 
conference in Idlewtld tn March 
1965, During 1965 several of 
the troop took a series of back 
packing trips with an explorer 
troop on Saturdays in prepara- 
tion for a trip to the high 
Stlerras during the summer of 
1965, Several members of the 
troop attended Co-Ed Confer. 
ence tn Glendora, Mar, 18, 19, 
and 20. Troop members Carol 
Stewart and Marteta Chappell 
attended Round up tn Idaho in 
summer 1965 and Ann Gemmel 
was chosen to take a scout spon- 
sored river trip in June of that 
year, 

Each year the troop has plan- 
ned a special activity during 
Christmas vacation, usually a 
movie such as ‘My Fair Lady’’ 
or “Sound of Music,’ followed 
by a dinner party and gift ex- 
change. Almost all the girls 
will have completed 10 years 
of scouting .by the time = they 
graduate in June,

To Be Solved, Mikesell Says 


Seven issues: unemployment, 
taxes, poverty, sewers, hospl- 
tals, recreation facilitles and 
lack of industry and commerce 
are paramount in the opinion of 
Supervisor Dan Mikesell who is 
seeking reelection and states 
that a start on their solution 
has been made. 

Mikesell in a statement to 
the press this week said that 
the unemployment rate in San 
Bernardino County stands at 
7.3 per cent as compared with 
a statewide average of 5.3 and 
a national figure of 4.1, 

“We are the West Coast Ap- 
palachia,’”? Mikesell reports, 
‘‘and while the unemployment 
rate in the state and in the na- 
tion as a whole has been going 
Steadily down, in our county 
it has been going steadily up.’’ 

‘*They are not all unskilled 
workers and they are not all 
agricultural workers, but they 
are a labor pool that could be 
absorbed into tndustry and in- 
to commerce.” the supervisor 
said, 

In commenting on taxes, 
Mikesell says that since 1962 
when county expenditures were 
$47,905,000, the budget has in- 
creased to the 1966 figure af 
$85,000,000 and the tax rate 
per $100 has jumped in the 
same periad from $1.70 to 
$1.99, but the growth has been 
in bedroom communities who 
Dave children and children need 
schools and parents need ser- 
vices from the county.

A 42-year old Upland insur- 
ance man, George A. Hocum, 
has announced that he has ob- 
tained filing papers and will 
»ppose the incumbent, Dan 
Mikesell for County Supervisor 
in the Second District.

County-Wide 
Co-op Library

A proposal for a cooperative 
library system which would in- 
clude all the public libraries 
in the County was recommended 
to the Board of Supervisors 
Monday, by County Librarian 
Dorothy Traver. 

The recommendation was 
based on a survey which re- 
vealed that the 6 Hbraries in 
the county are facing serious 
problems ‘Stemming from in- 
sufficient finances with which to

The proposed cooperative 
library system would include
